TWO CLERES OF THE WABASH 
RAILROAD ATTACKED. 


No Robbery Was Attempted and the 
Motive for the Crime Is Believed 
To Be Revenge—The Assail- 
ants Escape.

The police believe that the motive for 
the shooting was revenge. Robbery was 
not attempted. 

The men who did the shooting escaped.

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THE FIGHT ON

Denial That It Comes Only from 
the Silver Senators, 


ADMINISTRATION HORRIFIED 


Just Because Congress Chooses To Take 
Some Care of American Interests 
Both the Megwamp-Press- tn "This: | 
— and British Press Abroad 
Are Howling.

The silly effort of the mugwump press 
to make it appear that the opposition to the 
ratification of the arbitration treaty as 
drafted, comes from the silver senators, 
does not bear analysis. 

The opposition to the purely pro-English 
features about the elimination of which 
Salisbury and the English press are howl- 
ing loudly, comes simply from a desire to 
take some sort of care of the interests of 
this country; and everybody here who has 
given honest study to the treaty approves 
the amendment. 7 

Even with the amendments the treaty is 
considered by some senators as not clear 
enough in all its features. The Alaskan 
boundary question may be spe@ffically ex- 
cluded from consideration of the arbitration 
board.

A STRONG DISAPPROVAL. 


A Resolution Offered in the New York 
Assembly Against the Arbi- 
tration Treaty. 


Albany, N. Y., February 2.—In the as- 
sembly last night Mr. Trainer offered the 


following resolution: 

“Resolved, if the senate concur, That we 
request the senators representing New 
York in the congress of the United States 
to oppose and place on record their con- 
demnation of the proposed treaty of arbi- 
tration between the national government 
and that of Great Britain. Be it further 

„Resolved, if the senate concur, That we 
regard this treaty as unnecessary and cal- 
culated to embarrass our government in 
its enforcement of the Monroe doctrine and 
in its relations with other powers.“ 

No action was taken.

HUNTER IS A POWER. 

9 Congressman Godfrey Hunter, of the 
third Kentucky district, holds the key to 
the situation. He has long been a republi- 
can leader in Kentucky, and it is he who 
was first nominated by the republicans of 
the Kentucky legislature as caucus nomi- 


nde for the United States senate against 


Joe Blackburn. This was in the memor- 
able session of a year ago, when, after 
days of unsuccessful balloting, the legisla- 
ture adjourned without action—Hunter in 
the meantime having been withdrawn, find- 
ing that his election was impossible. 

His friends openly charged treason 
@gaingt Governor Bradley, of whom it was 


said he had senatorial aspirations himself. 


and that he really did not desire to see 
Hunter elected. 

Shortly afterwards came the republican 
campaign for the election of delegates to 
the national republican convention at St. 
Louis Hunter led the McKinley forces, 
but Bradley joined the Platt-Quay-anti-Mc- 
Kinley combination, announcing himself as 
a presidential candidate for the purpose of 
keeping Kentucky out of the McKinley 
column. He was successful in this, as the 
state convention declared for Bradley for 
president, but its overwhelming second 
choice was McKinley. — 

IS CLOSE TO McKINLEY. 

Since McKinley's election Congressman 
Hunter is generally understood to be the 
Kentuckian who is closest to the president- 
elect, and naturally there has been no cor- 
dial feeling between Hunter and Bradley. 

Senator Joe Blackburn's term expires on 
the 4th of next month, and as matters now 

stand there will be a vacancy in one of 
Kentucky’s senatorial seats after that 
time. President-elect McKinley wants that 
seat filled, but he wants a republican in 
it, and it is for the purpose of seeing if 
something cannot be done on this line that 
Hunter has been summoned to Canton. 

The president-elect has a cabinet position 
to give to the south. That is a tremendous 
leverage in forcing the settlement of a 10 
litical problem. Whether he will tender 
this seat to Hunter or permit Hunter to 
negotiate with Bradley as to who should 
occupy it remains to be seen, If the posi-

The roof of the main building, which Ine 
cludes not only assembly rooms of the 
two houses, but two magnificent libraries, 
has fallen in. 

The capitol stands on a hill in the very 
center of the city and contains all the state 
offices. The supreme court was in session 
when the alarm sounded.

rose, are working like beavers to aid the 
firemen. The city fire apparatus, however, 
is entirely inadequate. Help from Reading, 
by railroad, is expected. 

The capitol is a very old building, but 
has recently been partially renovated, 
There has heen agitation throughout the 
state for a long time for a new and more 
suitable structure. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but fs 
supposed to have caught from a gas stove 
used to heat Lieutenant Lyors’s private ofe 
fice.

The latter in the meantime had 
written a strong letter to Secretary Olney, 
recounting the circumstances and saying 
that if the United States proposed to per- 
mit its represeritative to be insulted with 
impunity he would resign.

McKinley’s Secretary of the Treasury 
Speaks Out Upon the Finan- 
cial Situation. 


NEED OF CURRENCY REFORM 


He Favors the Immediate Retirement 
of All Government Legal Ten- 
der Notes. 


WII L. TAKE CARE OF THE BANKS | 


Bank Notes, Redeemable at a Cen- 
tral Place and in Gold Only, Should 
Be Substituted for Greenbacks. 
His Frank Criticism of the Present 
Policy. 


Chicago, February 2—The New York 
World submitted in writing to Mr. Lyman 
J. Gage, on Saturday, twelve questions 
concerning the most vital issues with 
which he will deal as secretary of the 
treasury. Mr. Gage, with great candor 
and courtesy, makes his position quite clear 
on all of them. Ke is in temperament and 
training a leader rather than a follower. 
Those who know him intimately are sure 
that he will be the master-spirit of the 
McKinley cabinet. The administration of 
the treasury department, always of high 
importance, is how supremély so. The 
fortunes of the country as well as the fate 
of McKinley will depend upon the success 
of the fihancial réforms executed if not 
originated by Mr. Gage. ' 

It is therefore news of the highest im- 
portance which is presented. 

DUE TO MAKESHIFT LEGISLATION. 

Here is Mr. Gage’s opinion ofthe present 
financial system, given in his own words: 

“Our whole monetary system is the 
resultant of makeshift legislation and un- 
scientific conpromises, It is om that re- 
form began. 

“In my own opinion the greenbacks 
should be permanently retired. The silver 
purchased under the Sherman act should 
be gradually sold and the treasury notes 
redeemed and cancelled. Some well-guard- 
ed system of bank note circulation, broad- 
er and more elastic than the present na- 
tlonal bank act provides, should be inaug- 
urated. 

“Such bank notes should be redeemable 
at a central place and be redeemable in 

“Silver certificates, whiten form nearly 
one-fifth of the circulating medium of the 
United States, are dangerous. By their 
use a volume of inferior money has found 
an abnormal use. They are the most per- 
plexing feature in the much-involved prob- 
lem of gur national finances. 

„There is no reason why the government 
should act as warehouseman for either gold 
or stiver.’- Such M function. is outside its 
proper Mmit of action. 

„But we are faced by a condition. The 
enormous amount of 4500, 000, 000 of ailver, 


represented by $333,000,000 in silver certif- 


icates, added to the 3150, 000, 000 purchased 
by the government under the Sherman act, 
constitutes a standing menace to every 
business interest. 

“To sum up, the defects of our present 
currency system are: 

1. Confusing heterogeneity which needs 
simplification. 

“2. The greenback controverts the prin- 
ciple of paper money, viz.: that every 
note injected Into the commercial system 
should represent an existing comercial 
value. 

“3. The treasury not is a standing evi- 
dence of a foolish operation—the creation 
of a debt for the purchase of a falling 
market of a cecmodity for which the pur- 
chaser has no use; it lies open to the just 
charge of being both idiotic and immoral. 

„4. The national bank note nearly con- 
forms to the true principle of paper money. 
but the unreasonable requirements for se- 
curity paralyze its efficiency and operate 
to destroy its elasticity. 

„5. The silver certificate encourages the 
use of silver to a larger extent than 18 
consistent with the safe preservation of 
that metal on a parity with gold.” 

“Would a national commission help to 
promote reform?” 

“There is reason to hope that it would 
be of great service in that direction Such 
a commission, if rightly elected, would 
throw a flood of light upon these involved 
questions. The information it might

“There is in truth only one real money— 
metal: cn It may be composed of gold 
or silver; it might be of something else, 
but it is not. Greenbacks, treasury notes 
and national bank notes are but promise 
to pay. In the nature of things they can 


more conveniently than money itself. 
“Because of this confusion comes and we 
are led aqray.

ELEVEN CARDINAL BELIEPS. 

Mr. Gage’s views on other questions, 
submitted by The World, are authorized by 
him in this form:

To obtain the coin for such a movement 
bank notes would bé presented for redemp- 
tion as the greenbacks have been. If the 
coin demand proved continuous the banks 
would recoup by calling in matuurity 
loans, In short, a contraction in general 
credits would occur. Under its influence 
prices would fall until foreign creditors 
would find it more advantageous to take 
commodities than to take coin. Thus the 
movement would be self curative. The 
strain of this process would, under ordi- 
nary conditions, be light, because it would 
be spread all over the country, wherever 
banks of lasue existed.”

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CONVICT LABOR 


Councilman Culberson Introduces 
an Ordinance Opposing It, 


‘COUNCIL REFERS THE PAPER 


—ů— — 


Effort. To Get the Body To Go on 
‘Record on the Question Failed, the 
Majority Voting To Send the Ordi- 
nance to a Committee—How They 


Voted. 


The sensation of yesterday's council meet- 
ing was an ordinance which was introduced 
by Councilman Culberson, 

When the order of new business was tak- 
en up Mr. Culberson sent an ordinance to 
the clerk’s desk which prohibits the use by 
the city of any material made by convict 
labor. The ordinance states that after its 
passage all officials and employes connected 
with the city government of Atlanta should 
not advertise for any contract unless it 
was especially stipulated that bidders must 

not use in carrying out the work advertised 
any material made by convict labor, but 
that all city contracts must be filled with 
‘material made exclusively by free labor. 
It made such employe or official liable to 
dismissal or impeachment, and the contrac- 
tor should be made to forfeit to the city the 
amount due or to become due for said 
contract, 7 

There was a dead silence in the council 
for several moments after the ordinance 
was rend. 

Mr. Peters stated that he thought such 
a paper should go through the regular 
course and be referred to the proper com- 
mittee. He did not see any use in rushing 
{t through, as it was a very sweeping ordi- 
mance and needed special atterffion. 

MOTION TO REFER THE PAPER. 

A motion was made to refer the ordi- 
nance to the committee on ordinances and 
finance. 

Alderman Woodward did not see any use 
in deferring action. Said he: Now is just 

‘as good a time as any to put yourselves on 
record on the matter, I am ready to cast 
my vote for it.“ 

Opinion as to whether or not the ordi- 
nance should be acted on at once differed 
and when a vote was called the ayes and 
noes were demanded. The vote stood as 
follows:

Atlanta and West Point Is Pleasing 
Patrons-—-Tennessee After a Zail- 
road Commission—Auditor Tate vVis- 
its Atlanta—News of the Rail. 


Atlanta will be made the southern head- 
quarters of the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis railway, Big Four 
route.

It ‘has been generally reported on the 
streets during the past few days that the 
Fifth regiment would take a trip to Nash- 
ville at the time of the fair, but this is a 
rumor and nothing more.

The new regimental armory is the topic 
of the day with the local military men.

Several propositions have been madé to 
the different owners of buildings in the city 
and those who intend erecting bulldings 
have also been approached upon the mat- 
ter.

It Is Crossing Virginia Today and 
Carries Cold and Rain, 


FAIR WEATHER AT ATLANTA 


Forecaster Marbury Says the Condi- 
tions Are Favorable for an Im- 
provement in the Weather in This 
Section—Thinks It Will Be Warmer 
Tomorrow. 


The storm which formed in the western 
part of the gulf during the latter 
part of last week and which was yesterday 
over Alabama, has increased in velocity, 
and is now moving across Virginia. It still 
holds to its original course and is much 
the same as when it started except that it 
has increased in velocity. 

It is attended by severe rain, which pre- 
ceeded it a few hours, and by colder weath- 
er which is immediately in its wake. The 
little fall in the temperature in the vicinity 
of Atlanta was caused by this storm, as 
were also the rains. The latter have now 
passed and it is thought that the thermom- 
eter will fall slightly during the night and 
then rise again tomorrow. The conditions 
are very favorable for fafr weather. 

FORECASTER MARBURY TALKS. 

Mr. Marbury, the weather man, says: 

“The gulf storm which was central Mon- 
day morning over Alabama has moved 
northeastward during the past twenty-four 
hours and is now central in Virginia near 
Norfolk. It has increased in energy during 
high winds on the Atlantic coast today. 
Its track is marked by general rains. It 
has drawn in colder air and caused lower 
temperature at stations in the rear of its 
center. There has been a slight fall in tem- 
perature at most stations east of the Mis- 
sissippi during the past twenty-four hours. 

“The high remains about stationary in 
the southwest and will follow in the rear of 
the low as the latter moves oyt to the 
northeast. 

“Fair weather prevails in the (Mississippi 
valley and westward to the Rockies. 

“The conditions are favorible for fair 
weather in this vicinity during tonight and 
Wednesday with slight change in tempera- 
ture tonight and à tendency to warmer on 
Wednesday.“

LETTER FROM FOREIGN LAND 


Chief Connolly Receives a Request To 
Search for a Long Lost Brother, Re- 
ported To Be Dead—Is Thought To 
Have Come to Atlanta. 


Chief Connolly, of the police department, 
often receives letters from parties in this 
country, which ask for his help in tracing 
up lost relatives, but very seldom does it 
occur that one ts received from a foreign 


country. 

But in this morning’s mall the chief 
found a message from across the sea—from 
far away Palestine. 

The letter makes a pathetic appeal. to 
the chief to furnish any information he 
may have of a long lost brother, B. Flies 
by name. 

From The date it appears that the letter 
was written about new year’s, just at 
the time when greetings of a happy new 
year are made to relatives and friends. 

THD LETTER FROM PALESTINE. 

The letters reads thus: 

“Rosch Pmah, Palestine, January Ist, 
1897.—To Chief of Police, Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: I am referred to you for in- 
formation regarding my brother, B. Flies. 
by J. H., Clack, chief of police of Nashville, 
Tenn. His former residence being Nash- 
ville, so I add the chief of police of 
that city for information, which he wave. 
His answer was that he left Nashville for 
Atlanta at the time the Atlanta exposition 
opened. So I instruct vou to search dili- 
gently for my brother, for I have received 
a letter from an unknown friend that he 
has died. If he has left the city or has 
died, please answer in the quickest possi- 
ble time. Respectfully, . L. FLISS. 

FP. §.—Please address answer to A. 
Schwarz, for L. Fiiss, Rosch Pinah, via 
Safed, Palestine.“ 

The above letter was inclosed in a yel- 
low envelope and bears several foreign 
postmarks, one being in Hebrew charac- 
ter and one from Constantinople.

A LITTLE GOSSIP 
HERE AND THERE. 


I never met Murat Halstead, who is to 
lecture here tonight, but I heard enough 
of him many years ago to convince me 
that he will go down to posterity as one 
of the foremost war correspondents and 
journalists of his time. 

Along in the early seventies, when Geor- 
gia was going through the reconstruction 
agony, Atlanta was an important news 
center, and the leading eastern and west- 
ern papers had their correspondents here 
every month in the year. 


In those days a bright young fellow 
came down here to write up the situation 
for The Cincinnati Commercial. 

I was reporting in the legislature at 
the time, and the newcomer frequently 
took notes at my desk. He made himself 
so pleasant and entertaining that he made 
me his warm friend, and during his oc- 
gs visits we were together a great, 


H, V. Redfield was the name of this 
correspondent, and his graphic letters from 
the south made The Commercial very pop- 
ular Sal southern readers. The paper 
was disposed to deal fairly with us, and 
its representative was a native of the ad- 
joining state of Tennessee. 

Redfield won his way into the good 
graces of our’ best people, and was Wel- 
comed everywhere. 

One day my new friend told me how he 
had made his start in journalism. 

“I was living in a little town in East 
Tennessee,“ he said, “and I was as poor 
as Job’s turkey. My people were poor. 
In fact, I cannot make you understand how 
badly off we were in the first few years 
after the war. 

“My education was very defective, but 
I had managed to read law and get ready 
for business which promised never to be 
ready for me. 

“I was in despair, when e 
Andrew Johnson happened to make a 
speech in my town. Having nothing else 
to do, I wrote a pretty good synopsis of it, 
and sent it to The Cincinnati Commercial. 
I thought that would be the last of it, but 
to my surprise the editor sent me a check 
with a note requesting me to report John- 
son’s other speeches in my neighborhood. 

“I went ahead.with the work, and the 
checks continued to come, and finally I 
received a letter from Mr. Halstead, the 
editor of the paper, asking me to come 
to Cincinnati to see him. Of course I 
went, and after a satisfactory talk I was 
engaged as a staff’ correspondent, and 1 
have been on the wink ever since.“ 

“How do vou like Mr. . 1 
asked. 

“Finest man I ever saw,“ 
prompt reply. 

“What do you think of him as a jour- 
nalist?” was my next question. 

“He is the brightest, fairest, pluckiest 
and most enterprising newspaper man on 
the continent,” said Redfield, with em- 
phasis. 


was the 


After that, he used to talk to me by the 
hour about Halstead, and he was such 
a loyal admirer of his chief, and told me 
about so many of his good points and his 
journalistic methods and achievements 
that I soon found myself thoroughly in 
Sympathy with him. 

Redfield was in Atlanta frequently un- 
til our political affairs quieted down under 
democratic rule. He then devoted himself 
to other states, made a tour of the great 
west, and I believe was at last stationed 
at Washington. His work attracted so 
much favorable attention that a college 
conferred upon him the degree of LL.D. 

Poor fellow! Just when his prospects 
were brightest he died, and journalism lost 
one of its best and manliest workers. I 
have never forgotten him, and to this 
day his enthusiastic estimate of Halstead 
has remained stamped upon my mem- 
ory. 

My readers are familiar with Mr. Hal- 
stead’s splendid work in the profession, and 
many of them have not forgotten his ple- 
turesque and ‘dashing letters during the 
Franco-Prussian conflict. 

This leads me to express my regret, as 
a student of history, that our southern 
correspondents did not have a better show- 
ing during the war between the states. 

De Fontaine, P. W. Alexander and others 
wrote admirable letters, but fey were 
handicapped. Our newspapers in. those 
days did not have much space for such 
matter, and they could not pay good sal- 
aries. 

Our correspondents were not wanted in 
the camps and in the field. The generals 
were afraid of them, and they had to be 
very cautious about what they wrote for 
their papers. 

When a correspondent criticised the men 
at the head ot affairs he was in danger 


of very rough treatment. 


In the north it was different. The big 
dailies spent money lavishly to equip their 
special correspondents, and these roving 
journalists wrote with a freedom that 
never would have been tolerated in the 
confederacy. 

They were allowed plenty of space, and 
some of their letters were illustrated. If 
one happened to be arrested, it simply 
advertised him and made his work m de- 
mand more than ever. 

But the southern war correspondent had 
a hard road to travel. He was paid lit- 
tle, if anything, and when he wrote two 
or three columns it was e sd cut 
down to a few sticks. 

These unfavorable poutitions caused us 
to lose much that would be of irncalcula- 
ble value to the Macauleys of the fu- 
ture. 

Mr. Halstead’s dashing pen was never 
more at its best than when it was busy 
describng the movements of armies, . dar- 
ing charges and desperate encounters in 


which thousands of gallant men on both 


sides went down to their glorious death. . 
As a writer of war history he would have 
made himself famous, but other ma 
have claimed a large share of ‘his time 
and attention, and he has not been able 
to devote himself to any one specialty.

TPRRIBLE OBJECT LESSONS. 

The fate of Frank A, Evans and that of 
Lester Echols, who received life sentences 
in Rome last week furnishes a terrible ob- 
ject lesson to those young men who yield to 
the tempter against their own better judg- 
ment and the teachings of those who have 
their best interests at heart. 

The fate of Evans is peculiarly sad, inas- 

much as few believe that he intended to 
kill the man who was the victim of his 
quick temper inflamed by drink. Evans 
was a wanderer on the face of the earth. 
About eighteen years ago he left his hum- 
ble home in Alabama and started to seek 
his fortune in the west. He was but a 
youth at that time and knew little of the 
ways of the world. 
But Frank ECäns Was an ‘honest, nhrd 
working lad and he made friends and 
pushed himself forward by his own efforts 
until he grew to manhood. About four 
years ago he went to Rome and began 
work on the local papers there. He was 
well received, as all men are who go to 
Rome with the intention of doing some- 
thing. There never was a more generous 
people than those toward anybody who 
appears to want to get along. Evans made 
friends rapidly and was soon established in 
business and had made friends among the 
very best pedple of the city. There was 
nothing to hold him back, as he had no 
ties to bind him down and no one to depend 
upon him for support. There was no rea- 
son why he should not have led a useful 
life. 


But he began to dabble in drink. He was 
very quiet about it and even his best friends 
did not realize the hold that it had taken 
vpon him until he, himself, in his efforts 
to rid his life of the incubus, resorted to 
the church for comfort and sustenance in 
the terrible battle that he was waging 
with a depraved appetite.

MEMBERS COMING IN TODAY 


Chairman Felder Will Make the Re- 
port of the Special Committee and 
the House Will Then Act on the 
Matter—Legislators Have Copies of 
the Committee’s Report. 


The adjourned session of the legislature 
called to hear the report of the investigat- 
ing committee will meet tomorrow morning 


in the legislative halls at the capitol at 9: 


o’clock. The session will hold for one day 
and enough work is expected to be crowded 
into that day to fill several pages of the 
books of record. 

The report which the special investigating 
committee will make has already been fore- 
shadowed, and the legislature will have 
nothing more to do than to formally accept 
this report and ratify the same. 

The investigation which was brought 
about by the sensational charges of Sena- 
tor Yancey Carter, of Hart, against Judge 
Seaborn Reese and Judge J. L. Sweat, at- 
tracted wide spread attention all over Geor- 
gia and adjoining states, and the daily re- 
ports of the investigation were closely 
followed by every citizen of the state. 

From the beginning public opinion was 
greatly divided as to the innocence or guilt 
of the two judges charged with unofficial 
conduct, but as the investigation wore on it 
became evident that the charges would fall 
flat and that impeachment proceedings 
would hardly be instituted or recommended 
by the investigating committee. 

Chairman Thomas B. Felder, of the in- 
vestigating committee, has -had printed 
600 copies of the report which the committee 
will. make. One of these reports has been 
placed in the hands of every member of the 
house and senate and they will be perfectly 
familiar, with what it contains when the 
body assembles in joint session tomorrow 
morning. 

MR. FELDER WILL MAKE REPORT. 

After the formality of calling the session 
to order is gone through with the report 
of the investigating committee will be pre- 
sented to the house by Chairman Felder.

He Also Made Flying Machines—Was 
Born in This Country, but Most of 
His Inventions Have Been Used by 
the British Government. 


New York, February 2.—Maxim, the 
died yesterday. His 
death at this time is particular to be re- 
greted, as it is understood that certain of 
his guns on which he was working were 
imperfected and have, it is quite true to 
soy, was so capable of the doing anything 
of this sort as the one whose name will 
ever be associated with instruments of 
war. 

Only very recently he turned out a new 
end especially fine weapon It is just as 
deadly, justasautomatic, just as ingenious 
as his other guns, but this one has à spe- 
cial charm for Britons who fight with bul- 
lets Africans who fight with arrows and 
Spears. It weighs only twenty-five pounds 
and can be carried on the back of a sol- 
dier while marching.

This 
is astounding when it is remembered that 
t can kil) with one bullet fifty or sixty men 
Ps second. It- can project 600 bullets per 
minute, and does all the work itself, firing 
and reloading itself with faultless accuracy 
and hideous certainty. The enormous util- 
ity of a weapon of this sort,“ says an En- 
glish writer, ‘especially in such ‘little 
wars’ as Britain is compelled to undertake 
on the borders of her possessions in India 
and Africa, is too obvious to require com- 
ment.“ Useful, instead, is this weapon in 
that kind of wars.“ But is not its deadli- 
ness calculated to make Britons, as well 
as others, pause before using it on an army 
which they know to be itself equipped with 
the power of retaliation in kind? Proceed- 
ing from this premise, is it not reasonable 
to assert that Dr. Maxim has good grounds 
to offer himself as a candidate for the hon- 
orary secretaryship of the Universal Peace 
Society? There is more in this latter sug- 
gestion than may appear at first glance. 
Maxim has not only made a gun. He has 
nearly perfected a flying machine. If his 
flying machine be made practicable even 
in a limited way, there will be no further 
necessity for arbitration treaties. The na- 
tions will lapse into permanent peace, Lib- 
erty will be assured. The world will be 
disarmed. Standing armies and navies will 
disappear, and the entire front of civiliza- 
tion will be changed. The most potent fac- 
tor in the advancement of civilization has 
ever been scientific invention. What talka- 
tive statesmen have been unable to ac- 
complish by a century of parleying, a sin- 
gle invention can do in a trice.

COVELY WINS HIS BET. 

A crowd of several hundred people as- 
seinbled yesterday at the foot of Nineteenth 
street to see Frank Covely, an athlete, take 
a midwinter swim in Bast river. It was 9 
o’ciock when he arrived and announced his 
intention of making good his promise and 
winning a wager he had made with Mr. 
Arthur Meyer, an artist, in the Temple 
Court building. Mr. Meyer was also on 
hand to see that Mr. Covely did not back 
out. 

Mr. Covely obtained permission of the 
captain of the schooner to make his leap 
from her deck, a distance of about twelve 
feet from the water.

His health gave way, and his doctor sent 
him to his od home in Missourt to die of 
consumption: but his good mother’s careful 
nursing so aided the change of climate that 
he soon returned to Alabama and, in the 
spring of 187? ~was appointed United States 
marshal for the middle district of Alabama. 
With the district attorney, he was removed 
for political differences with the Hayes 
administration, but the senate refused to 
concur, and he was reinstated.»In 1880 he 
was elected by the republican state con- 
vention as chairman of the state commit- 
tee, and at the same time sent as delegate 
at large to the national convention, becom- 
ing chairman of the Alabama delegation, 
and was one of the Grant leaders in that 
stormy gathering of great men. Although 
the proceedings of the .state convention 
were very bitter and exciting, he was unan- 
imously made temporary and permanent 
chairman of the convention, and was elect- 
ed chairman of the state committee and 
delegate to the national convention by 
acclamation. He presented the case of the 
Grant delegates whose seats were contest- 
ed before the committee and the conven- 
tion. Resuming the practice of law at 
Montgomery, he was employed by the 
United States as special counsel in charge 
of the prosecutions for wholesale land 
frauds in Alabama that occupied the fed- 
eral courts for some years. 

Amongst other important cases, he was 
leading counsel for United States Marshal 
Strobach, who was prosecuted by Chief 
Special Agent Brewster Cameron and all 
the force and power of the department of 
juctice (a cause celebre), for the making of 
alleged fraudulent accounts, of all which 
Strobach was acquitted. The trials contin- 
ued several weeks, new indictments being 
found as often as the preceding set was 
disposed of, and the courtroom was packed 
to hear Turner’s arguments upon dry 
questions of law. He was re-elected state 
chairman iby successive conventions, and 
was delegate at lurge to the republican 
national convention of 1884, chairman of 
the delegation, an earnest supporter of 
President Arthur, who afterwards offered 
him his choice of the offices at his disposal, 
but advised him to take a judgeship of the 
supreme court of the then territory of 
Washington and to grow up with that 
new, and as the president thought, best 
of the prospective states. Judge Tur- 
ner received an intimation that he could 
be reappointed under President Cleveland’s 
first ‘term, but he resigned and began the 
practice of his profession, locating at 
Spokane, in east Washington.

THE DAMAGE CONSIDERABLE. 


Dynamite Outrage in Hollidaysville 
Now Believed To Be the Work of 


Revenger Dopos Hors. 


Hollidaysburg, Pa., February 2.— The ex- 
plosion which was exclusively intended to 
wreck the building occupied by Garner, 
Morris & Co., the bankers, while not doing 
all that the perpetrators of the deed ex- 
pected, caused very considerable damage. 
The bank door was torn from its fasten- 
ings and hurled to the rear of the room, 
the flooring was partially destroyed, bricks 
unloosened and other damage done. 

No damage was done to the vault. The 
glass in all the stores and residences on 
the square were completely shattered. 

The buildings that sustained the greatest 
damage were the First National bank, 
Frank Glessner’g general store and the 


residences of Charles Vokel, Major & 8. 


Barr and Dr. R. H. Lee. 

H. M. Hempsty and Edward Nicodemus, 
who roomed next door to the bank, were 
shaken out of their beds by the force of 
the explosion. 

The zrime was committed by tearing out 
the framework about the bank door and 
inserting dynamite. 

There is no clew to the perpetrators. It 
is believed that the crime is due to the 
Trevengeful conduct of depositors. 

Last September the bank failed and the 
statement of its condition, made a few 
weeks ago, indicates an insolvent condition 
for many years. 

Its assets were only sufficient to pay be- 
tween 15 and 20 cents on the dollar.

COOKING AND SERVING ROAST BEEP. 


A well known chef in the city says that 
there is nothing in the world, so far as he 
knows, about which there is so much ig- 
norance as about fixing a prime rib roast 
for easy cooking and carving. The roast 
beef which almost every housewife feels 
it incumbent upon her to provide once or 
more a week for her family is anything 
but nutritious. In the hands of inexperi- 
enced cooks it comes forth a dry, lank, 
leathery lump, fruitful of indigestion and 
sin. 

That last may sound incongruous, but it 
it a pet theory of mine that indigestion is 
the root of more evils than is money. In- 
digestion is the soaking agent that takes 
all the unguent off our pinions and renders 
us unable to fly, and we can only sit on our 
native mudbanks like disabled geese and 
gabble mean things at each other. 

One man says that when he knows roast 
beef is awaiting him at home he frequently 
spends a dollar down town for dinner rath- 
er than‘face it. He avows that during the 
ten years of his married life he has. never 
had more than one or two good roasts, and 
that the recording angel had to work over 
time to get in all the remarks he made on 
all the other occasions when the roasts

te: he is mistaken. It all depends, how- 
ever, on the butcher and the cook. To be- 
gin with, the short ribs are best for roasts. 
The meat should be a rich, red color and 
the fat a firm, clear yellow. Have the 
butcher cut off about four inches of the 
ribs leaving the lean eye of the meat and 
very little fat on the small end, and have 
him break the ribs about the middle. The 
ends of the ribs are utterly worthless for 
roasting, but will make a fine soup stock. 
Having chosen a good piece of meat, which 
is the first requisite for having a good 
roast, the cooking comes, 


HOW 70 COOK A ROAST. 

Mrs. Siegel, at the Capital City Club, 
agrees that there is-a great prevalence of 
ignorance in regard to cooking meat, she 
having just read a recipe which says a 


ten-pound roast should be cooked two 


hours and a half. She says this is a 
tough violation of culinary laws and is 
willing to assist in enlightening those who 
want to know better by giving her own 
well-tested method. Here it is: 

With an eight or ten pound roast take 
one carrot and one onion, cut up fine: piece 
of turnip, two bay leaves, six cloves, a lit- 
tle allspice and pepper—all whole. Put all 
these in with the meat, salt and pepper it 
and roast. ten minutes in very hot oven. 
After this baste with a cupful of hot water 
or soup and add more liquid in case this 
cooks away before the meat is done. Baste 
the meat frequently with the gravy as it 
cooks, One hour in a hot over should finish 
it. In putting in the meat the ribs should 
stand on the pan.“ 

—10:— 
TO ROAST A ROUND S EAR. 

Try roasting a round steak in the follow- 
ing way: Get a steak about two inches 
thick from the best part of the round, pre- 
pare it by trimming off all the pieces of 
fat, lay them on one side and put the steak 
into an earthen dish. Put a quarter of a 
teaspoonful of pepper into a cup, turn upon 
it two gills of olive ofl, and fill the cup to 
the brim with good vinegar. Pour this 
over the steak, cover the dish and let it 
remain two or three heurs, turning the 
steak frequently. Put the bits of fat into 

@ baking pan and when the steak has 
* for the required length of time 
drain it and lay it upon the fat in the 
pan. Moisten a few rolled bread crumbs 
with a little hot milk, add some butter, 
and season with salt and pepper, a tea- 
spoonful of Worcestershire sauce and some 
powdered sweet herbs, if they are liked. 
Mix these ingredient’ together with the 
yolk of an egg and spread the mixture over 
the top of the meat. Place the pan in a 
hot oven and roast from twenty-five to 
thirty minutes. This steak may be served 
with a sauce or not.

A DELICATE LUNCHEON DISH. 

‘The remains of a rare steak may be made 
into an excellent luncheon dish. Chop the 
meat fine and for each cup of meat add a 
tablespoonful of chopped ham and half as 
much bread crumbs as you have meat. 
Moisten the crumbs with a little milk and

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every side is browned. Ada half a dozen 
little onions, two tablespoonfuls of toma- 
toes, one bay leaf, a little chopped parsley, 


three cloves, one dozen whole black pep- 
pers, two garlic buds and one cup of stock. 


Place the pot where the meat will just | 


steam ahd the liquid simmer for three 
hours, keeping the pot closely covered. One 
hour before serving add two carrots, slicéd 
thin, and another cup of stock if it is need- 
ed. Remove the meat when done to a heat- 
ed platter and season the sauce with salt 
and pepper and a teaspoonful of Worces- 
tershire sauce and rub it through a coarse 
sieve. Pour the sauce around the meat.

OTHER BEEF RECIPES. 

To make a beef pie: Remnants of a 
steak or roast may be used or you may se- 
cure a piece of beef from the rump or sir- 
‘oin. Cut the meat into small, thick slices 
ind cut a quarter ef a slice of ham into 
shreds. Put the prepared meat into a 
spider and add a large spoonful of butter 
and a teaspoonful of finely chopped onion. 
Place the dish over a hot fire, dredge a 
little flour over the meat and cook until 
the onion is lightly browned, stirring all 
the while to blend the flour with the but- 
ter. Then add two potatoes sliced thin and 
enough good stock to make a sauce. Cover 
the dish and let the contents simmer to-

gether twenty minutes; then season with 
salt and pepper and a teaspoonful of Wor- 
cestershire sauce. Turn this stew into an 
earthen baking dish and sprinkle with 
chopped parsley. Cover the top of the dish 
with a plain ple crust rolled out rather 


thick and with some gashes cut into it to 


allow the steam to escape, Put the dish in 
a hot oven and bake until the crust is done. 

Beef marrow bones are now served as a 
Course at dinners and luncheons, and are 


recommended by physicians as a nourish- ; 


ing diet for delicate people. When served 
as a course, the bones are cut about two 
inches long. Scrape thé bones clean and 
wipe them with a damp cloth. Make a 
dough of flour and water, roll it out and 
cut into pieces large enough to cover the 
ends of the bones. Roll each bone in a 
piece of cheese cloth, fasten it, and lay the 
bones in a saucepan; cover them with boil- 
ing water and cook them one hour. Flake 
crisp pieces of toast, cut them round and 
butter them. Place a marrow bone upon 
each piece of toast to serve. For an inva- 
lid, the bones;can be cut into greater 
lengths. When they are cooked remove 
the marrow and spread it upon toasted 
bread or crackers. 

To make a beef loaf: Take three pounds 
of raw beef. ‘chopped fine, and add six 
tablespoonfuls of rolled crackers or bread 
crumbs, one dessert spoonful of black pep- 
per, the same quantity wf thyme and chop- 
ped parsley and onion juice; a piece of 
butter the size of an egg, three tablespoon- 
fuls of cream and two beaten eggs. Mix 
all the ingredients together and put the 
mixture into, a buttered bread tin; rub 
the top with butter and pour a little water 
over it. Place it in a hot oven and bake 
one and one-half hours. When cold cut 
into slices.

ASSOCIATIONS HAD FisatkD RATE 


This Caused the Trouble With Them 
in Tennessee. 
Nashville, Tenn., February 2. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

Because a little building and loan asso- 
ciation violated the law it lost a suit in 
the supreme court at Knoxville last Oc- 
tober. All its recent contracts being of 
the same nature, it went into a receiver's 
hands and is being wound up. This de- 
cision has been -heralded..throughout, this 
and other states as a decision adverse to 
building and loan asso@tations, anid stock- 
holders in many cases ightened into with-, 
drawing.. The storm mter seems to be 
around Knoxville, Where’ seven of the hine 
associations have gone into the courts. 
As each association has passed into a re- 
ceiver’s hands, the decision of the su- 
preme court has been built up until, now it 
is said that borrowers can get all. their 
money back and that building and loan as* 
sociations are practically driven from the 
state. 

The truth of the matter is very simple. 
The Workingmen's Association of Knox- 
ville adopted a by-law that money should 
not be loaned for less than 29 7-8 nor more’ 
than 30 per cent premium: The supreme 
court decided that this was a fixed rate 
and usury. That is all there is in the de- 
cision. The court has heretofore upheld 
the building and loan statute, and held that. 
money could be loaned in open meeting 
to the highest bidder, and sustained con- 
tracts. 

As will be seen, the decision affects only 
those associations that have been violating 
the law by having a fixed rate. Others 
are only affected by the withdrawals of 
stocksholders who have become frightened. 
In the case of the Southern, the stock- 
holder seeking a receiver, stated that he 
believed the association solvent, but did 
not wish to see its assets depleted by con- 
stant withdrawals, thereby paralyzing the. 
association and giving those who had first 
filed notice a preference over others. This 
is what influenced all the Knoxville as- 
sociations recently seeking the protection 
of the court, as they can force borrowers 
to pay up and at the’ same time refuse 
to pay parties desiring to withdraw. 

Reports on file at the office of the state 
treasurer, who has supefvision of the build- 
ing and loan business, in the state, show 
that all the associations going. into receiv- 
er’s hands are solvent, which would indi- 
cate that the whole trouble is due to 
frightened stockholders attempting to ali 
withdraw at the same time. There is nc. 
necessity for any alarm where associations 
have complied with the law. The pod le 
tions in Nashville are all in good 
and but few stockholders seem 
All the associations in the * 
loaning money as usual. 

Previous to the recent disturbances there 
were sixty-eight building and loan associa- 
tions doing business in. Tennessee, includ- 
ing ten from other states. Forty-one are 
local and seventeen national.
